Fourth 


Rise of the Sap. 


The cause ot the sap vising to the 


tops of trees and plants is one of the 
many mysterious operations of nature 
which cannot be definitely explained 
What we call sap in trees is the water 
which they draw for their nourishment 
by means of their wide branching roots 
in the soil and which by some beauti- 
ful mechanism is distilled and distrib- 
uted through every part of the tree 
The water is absorbed into the plant 
by delicate hairs attached to the roots 
and ascends by capillary attraction or 
a. sort of root pressure remotely resem- 
bling the circulation of the blood in the 
human body. 
Even scientists, how- 


ever, cannot explain the mode of ac- 
tion, and they find the furnishing of 
sap to the smallest plant or single 
blade of grass as great a mystery as 
the more powerful current that per- 
vades the tallest tree.

The number of graduates en- 
tering college this jear is the great- 
est in the history of the county." 


First, what is the High school en- 


rollment this year? 
Second, what 


is the number of 
graduates 
this 


year that entered college? 
Did any 


enter last year? 
If so, how many? 


People who pay taxes to run 
the 


schools want something more 
defi- 


nite and not a kind 
of 
general 


comparison. 


Again the report says: 
"Many High schools are bending 


their courses toward the utilitarian 
standards." 


Are not all of them doing this? 


If not. why not? 
What schools of 


the county are doing this? 


Further on the report says: 
"That feature of the school 
law 


v, hich provided for the suspension of 
certain schools is from results thus 
far evident very unpopular. How- 
ever, a remedy is provided in Sec- 
tion 77oO." 


Does this unpopularity arise from 


the fact that the 
wrong 
schools 


have been suspended? 
If so, is the 


fault not rather with the execution 
of the law than with the law itself? 
If the section referred to remedies 
this, why has the remedy not been 
applied? 


The following paragraph seems to 


admit that some persons connectect 
\vith the schools have been derelict 
in their duties and "present condi- 
tions" are not good. 
The report 


doesn't say whether in the past the 
"insisting" or the "carried out pro- 
cess" was at fault: 


"The Department of Education ex- 


pects from this time forward to in- 
sist that all suggestions to High 
schools be carried out. 
This will 


mean great improvement over pres- 
ent conditions." 


The report says. "Newark town- 


ship boasts the first Massified ele- 
nientary school," but fails to 
say 


where this school is so persons of 
the county may visit it and carry 
the good news to other parts of the 
county and thus help to sow seed 
in other soil.

"Boards of Education that have
